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Dated at Exeter the 8. day of April, "yy 
10, of the clock at night. 16 4-6. 


Articles of Agreement concluded on by Thomas Ham- 
mond, | Lieutenant Generall of the Ordnance, Colonel 
Sir Hardres Waller, Colonel Edward Harley, Colozel 
Lambert, Commiſſary Generell Stane, and Major Pat- 

; ſon, Scont-maſter Generall, Commiſfioners on the behalf 
of the Right Honourable his Excellency Sir "Thomas 
Fairfax, General of the Parliament Forces onthe one 
party : And Sir Henry Berkley, Sir George Warry, 
Col: William Aſbburnham, Ce/: Godolphin,Caprain 
Fitz-Gerard, CHaſter John Were, Robert Walker 
Eſq. «nd Maſter Thomas Knot Merchant, Commiſct- 
oners on the behalfe of Sir John Berkley, Knight, Go- 
vernour of theCity of Exeter on the other party touching 
and concerning the Rendition of the ſaid City and Gar- 
riſon as followeth. | 


I. React al Hat the City and Garriſon of Exe-

Forts, Mounts, and places of De- 
fence of or belonging to the ſame, 
Df with all Ordnance, Armes, Am-

beexcepted inthe .cnſuing Articles) ſhall be deli- 
on 5 E Thomas Fanrfas  Generall of the Parlia- 
* ment Forces,or to any whom he ſhall appoint,to-receive 
them for the uſe of the Parliament, on Munday next af- 
ter the date hereof, being the 13. day of this inſtant 
April, by twelve of the clock at Noone. . 


2. Fhatifan Officer, Soldier, or any perſon included 
in theſe Articles of or belonging unto the City or Gar- 
riſon of Exeter, ſhall after the conclufion of theſe Arti- 
cles, wrong or plunder in perſon or goods (in their mar- 
ching away. or before) any Citizen'or Countryman, or 
any: perſon whatſoever, ſhall as far as he is able give 
ſatisfaQion tothe perſons ſo injured at'the judgement 
of his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax, if he be not pu- 
nifhed before by the preſent Governonr thereof, = 


3-. That if any Officer, Soldier; orany perſon (inelu- 
ded in'theſe Articles) ſhall afterthe date hereof, wilfully 
break, deface, ſpoile or imbezell any Armes, or 'other 
proviſions of War whatſoever, by the precedent Arti- 
cles to be ſurren dred.as aforrſaid, ſhall loſe the benefit 


of the enſuing Arcicles. 


4. That the Princes Henrietta and her Governeſle, 
with her houſhold, ſhall have full liberty to paſſe with 
their Plate, Money, and goods, within 'twenty.daies af- 
ter the concluſion of this Treaty, (when ſhe ſhall defire) 
ro any place within.the Continent of Exgland,or Domi- 
nion of Wales, at the election of the Governeſſe , and 
rex 10 eagle apc bis Majetics Bleaſure be farther 

owns tuMing berierting.z An d tha the Governeſle 
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G) 
ſhall have liberty to ſend to the King to know his Plea- 
ſure herein,accordingly to diſpoſe of her Highnes;with- 
in the foreſaid limitation of place, and that fit and con- 
venient Carriages be provided for their paſſage at acaſo- 
nable rates. | 


5. That the Cathedrall Church,nor any other Church 
within the City ſhall be defaced, or any thing belong- 
ing thereunto ſpoiled or taken away by any Soldier or 
perſon of cither fide whatſoever. 


.. 6. That the Governour, together with all Lords, 
Gentlemen, Clergic-men, Chaplaines, Officers, Troo- 
pers, and Common-Soldiers of the Kings Forces, ſhall 
' march out of the City on Munday next the 13.0f April, 
by twelve of the clock at noone, with their Horſes, full 
Armes, Bag and Baggage, and their Goods, Colours 
flying, Drums beating, Maches lighted, Bullets, full 
Bandolcers, with ſufficient Convoyes to Oxford,or un- 
to Helſtone in Cornwall, at their ſeverall cletions. And 
in ceſe the Governour of Oxford ſhall refuſe. to receive 
the Common-Souldiers that ſhall marchthither : They 
are there to deliver up their Armes tothe Convoy, and 
have Paſſes to repaireto their ſeverall homes : and thoſe 
that march to Helſton, and there to be disbanded, and 
have Paſſes to repaire to their owne homes. Provided 
that all Troopers and Common: Soldiers which march 
not as aforeſaid, ſhall deliver up their Armes, (except 
their Swords) and have liberty ro goe unto their owne 
homes with Bag and Baggage, and ſhall not be compel- 
led to take up Armes againſt the King.. Rgovided alſo, 
that all Officersaad ementh; Gall gol to goc 
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to 0xfeid, and nor taking up Armes, ſhall 'repaire into 
the Parliament Quarters within forty dayes after the 
Dare hereof, ſhall enjoy the benefit of theſe Articles. 


7. That all thoſe which ſhall March unto.the places - 
aforeſaid, ſhall haye free Quarter in their March, and 
not be obliged to march above tenne miles a day, and 
' that ſuch other Souldiers as are Inhabitants in the City, 
ſhall have free liberty ro. march out, or remaine therein, 
without being compelled to take up Armes againſt the 
King : And if any Souldiers ſhall fall fick upon their 
march, that convenient Carriages and Accommodati- 
ons ſhall be provided for them. 5% 


8. That all Lords, Gentlemen, Clergymen, Chap- 
laines, and Officers that ſhall chuſe to goc beyond Seas, 
ſhall march away with their full Armes for their owne 
uſe ; and that all common Soldiers {ball march away 
with their full Armes, with a ſufficient convoy unto the 
Port, which they ſhall chooſe for their t rtation, 
which Armes (except ſwords) they ſhall there lay down, 
and dcliver unto the Gavernour of the next Garriſon 
belonging to the Parliament ; the ſaid Governonr pro- 
viding for their ſafery, during the time of. their abode 
there , where they ſhall be affiſted for the procuring 
Veſſells and Shipping for their tranſportation ar the 
accuſtomed Rares, and ſhall have free Quarter for one 
and twenty dayes allowed to provide for their paflage. 
After which time ſhall be cxpired,the ſame Officers and 
Souldiers paying for their Quarters, ſhall have liberty 
20 ſtay untillGhipping be provided, and. weather feaſo- 
nable; ancjgiſae' during cheir fiay, 'dr before; it ſhall be

perfnitted, that any two of them may goe to Londoy, 
ro Treat with any forraigne Embaſſadour or Agent, for 
a Commiſſion to be entertained beyond the Scas. 


9. That neither the Officers, Souldiers, nor any Per- 
fon whatſoever, in their going out of the City, ſhall be 
reproached,or have any diſgracefall ſpeeches or affronts 
offered nnco them, or any of their Perſons wronged, 
rifled, ſearched , or their goods ſtjzed, or taken away 
' fromethem, by any perſon whatſoever. 


x0, That the Governour, Lords, Gentlemen, Cler- 
gymen, Chaplaines, Commanders, Officers, and Sout- 
diers comprized in theſe Articles, ſhall be allowed and 
affiſted in providing of ſufficient Carriages ar reaſonable 
rates, to carry away their Bag, Baggage and Goods;and 
that care be taken by the future Governour of the (aid 
Ciry, for rhe curing of fach fick, or wounded Officers 
and Souldicrs, as ſhalt be lefr in che Ciry, and char up- 
oft recovery, they ſhall have Paſſes to repaire to their 
owne houſes reſpeQively. 


- 15. Thar the Parliament Forees: come not into the 
Ciry untill the Kings Forces be marched our,except one 
hundred and fifty Fopt,and one Troop of Horſe, with 
their Officers. 


12, That no Lords, Knights, Gentlemen, Clergic- 
men, Chaplaines,(excepting thoſe who are by name ex- 
cepted by Parliament from Pardon and Compoſition) 
Ollicers, Citizens and Soldiers, and all pther perſons 
comprized iatheſe Articles, thall bo-queſRpnat' or ac- 
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comptable for any a& paſt by them done, (or by any 0-- 
ther done by their procurement) relating unto the un- 
happy differences betwixt His Majeſty and the Parlia- 
ment, they ſubmitting themſelves to reaſonable and mo- 
derate compoſition for their eſtates , which the Generall 
Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall really endeavour with the Par- 
liamenr, that it ſhall not cxceed two yeates value of any 
mans reall eſtate reſpeRively ; and for perſonall, accor- 
ding to the ordinary rule , not excceding the proportion 
aforeſaid. Which compoſition being made , they ſhall 
have Indemnity of their perſons, and enjoy their eſtates, 
and all other Immunitics, without payment of any 5.-or 
20, part, or any other Taxes or Impoſitions, except 
what ſhall be hereafter charged upon them in common 
with other Subjects ofthis Kingdeme by Authority of 


Parliament. 


; 13. That all Lords, Knights, Gentlemen , Clergy 
and Chaplaines excepted in the next precedent Article, 
ſhall have liberty to goe unto any of the Kings Garri- 
ſons, and to have a ſafe Condud for themſelves and ſcr- 
vants, to goc unto the Parliament, to obtain their Com- 
poſition for their Eſtates , and Indemnity 'for their 
perſons , which though it prove uneffeQuall) yet never- 
theleſſe they ſhall have foure months time next after the 
date of theſe Articles to endeavour their peace, or to goe 
beyond the Seas, and ſhall have paſſes for that purpoſe.
